said as to “‘ bona fide’’ nurses. We wondered 
at the omission, and it seems the General Nursing 
Council have suddenly awakened to the fact two 
and a half years after Registration has been in 
force, that they have ruled out as ineligible for 
the State Register “‘ existing nurses’’ (that is 
nurses who completed their training before 
November, 1919,) who have a right by law to 
be on the roll. The matter was brought up in a 
letter from Mrs. Herbert, of Porchester Square, 
and apparently, according to the Chairman, het 
views are shared by the members of the Regis- 
tration Committee, who evidently are prepared 
to submit for approval a rule to remove the hard- 
ship on the existing nurses referred to. A new 
rule giving wider facilities for the admission of 
existing nurses to the Register will mean going 
through the file of ineligibles again, and no doubt 
reversing the decisions already given in many 
cases. In reply to enquiries we have frequently 
told nurses that bona fide practice should, in our 
opinion, qualify existing nurses for the Register. 
As Mrs. Herbert states the Act certainly does not 
justify the Council in imposing a year’s minimum 
hospital training. 


The same point is raised by ‘a nurse in out 
correspondence column this week. 


To insist on not less than one year’s training 
in a hospital or infirmary to be followed by two 
years bona fide practice is not a justifiable inter- 
pretation of the Statute. In fact, it may be said 
to rob the existing nurse in many cases of het 
legal rights. 

However, there appears to be no hesitation on 
the part of the Council to put the matter right 
What has surprised us is the cool way in which 
members accepted the situation. The Registra- 
tion Committee will no doubt submit a new rule 
at the next meeting, but it has got to be sanctioned 
by the Minister and by Parliament before it can 
be enforced. So that “ ineligibles ’’ will still have 
to wait some time before they know their ultimate 
fate. 

No one wants to lower the standard of the 
Register, but the rights of existing nurses must be 
recognised. -There may be few who have less than 
a year’s training, but there are some nurses who 
spent a few months in a small hospital, perhaps, 
and then worked for many years under doctors. 
And it must be remembered that they have to 
satisfy the Council that they have ‘ adequate 
knowledge and experience of nursing.”

NURSES AND PET DOGS. 

THE Clitheroe Poor Law Infirmary seems to 
want a little reform in its management. A long 
iscussion was held at the Board meeting on the 
westion whether nurses should be allowed to 
keep pet animals. One of the nurses possessed a 
jog which she was anxious to keep because he 
was a good ratter, and the place was infested with 
rats, and because no other nurse had a dog, and 
because she wished and intended to keep him. It 
is clearly the business of the Guardians and not 
of the nurses to see that rats are kept out of the 
infirmary. If the Master could not do this, 
complaints shouid have been made to the Board. 
As tc the second point, if one nurse is allowed to 
keep a pet, others cannot be refused; and nurses’ 
homes cannot be so arranged that each nurse 
may have a pet animal in her quarters. The most 
unfortunate part of the matter (unless the news- 
paper report is incorrect) is the very unprofessional 
manner in which the nurse spoke to the Committee. 
She seems quite to have overlooked the fact that 
the Board has a perfect right to decide whether 
or not nurses shall keep live pets, and in any case, 
Vommittees, like other people, are much more 
ikely to grant requests which are made civilly. 
lt is not, therefore, surprising that the Clitheroe 
Guardians decided that dogs could not be allowed 
in the infirmary, but the nurse announced het 
intention of “ defying the Guardians.”’

A POST GRADUATE COURSE. 

A UNIQUE opportunity is offered to children’s 
nurses, to take advantage of a_ post-graduate 
course which is being arranged by the Matron 
of the Hospital for Sick Children, Great Ormond 
Street, London. . This course is in connection 
with special research work by the medical staff 
into the causes of summer enteritis, and 
ten nurses will be required to nurse the little 
patients from July to October. The work cannot 
fail to be of special value to trained nurses engaged 
in public health and child welfare work 
posts are salaried, and full particulars may b:

THE NATION’S FUND. 

THE Nation’s Fund is now on a secure basis, 
having reached its capital sum of £100,000. Th 
committee held 44 meetings and dealt with 1,212 
cases, of which 861 were already on the books and 
351 were applications made for the first tim« Ot 
the new applications, 277 received monetary 
grants, 24 were referred to other organisations, 
and 50 were not within th: of the fund. In 
addition to these, 119 applicants were referred to 
other organisations without being considered by 
the committee. This isa good record of work and 
probably accounts for the somewhat heavy 
expenditure. In 1920 the of administration 
was {1,268 and the relief given to 
£2,412; in 1921 the cost was £1,258 and the relief 
given £3,952. We hope the expenses of administra 
tion have been reduced, though we note with 
pleasure that up to the end of 1921 they were not 
paid out of the Tribute Fund branch 

LEEDS NURSING EXHIBITION. 

A NURSING and midwifery exhibition will bs 
held at Leeds on July 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th, on the 
same lines, though ona smaller scale, as the London 
one. Most of the well-known firms have taken 
space, and thus the Yorkshire nurses will have the 
opportunity of seeing many of the interesting 
exhibits that we had in London in April. It will 
be held in the Town Hall. Dr. Johnstone Jervis 
M.O.H., will speak on the evening of July 4th on 
“The Place and Power, of the Nurse in a Social 
System,” and it is hoped that a few other lectures 
may be arranged. 


ROYAL NATIONAL PENSION FUND 
FOR NURSES, 

HE report of this Fund, the annual meeting 
of which was held on Thursday, and 
referred to in our next issue, states that the 
of policies issued during the year ended December 
3lst last was 741, and the number of those sur 
rendered, 765, which were held by 664 nurses

OVERSEAS NURSING ASSOCIATION. 

NuRsES are evidently anxious to try new fields 
for we note that the supply of candidates for this 
Association has far exceeded the demand. During 
the year the number of nurses employed was 467. 
Among interesting new developments the Associa- 
tion has selected two matrons for the Government 
hospitals in Palestine, and a matron for the 
Mental Hospital at Bethlehem. Two nurses have 
been sent out to the Anglo-American Nursing 
Association in Guatemala. Another opening has 
occurred in Valparaiso, where a nursing sister has 
been sent to the British and American Hospital. 
Four nurses have been selected for the General 
Hospital in Bermuda. A nursing sister has also 
been selected for a Venereal Disease Centre in 
Uganda. 

EXAMINATION OF NURSES. 

SoME idea of where teaching is adequate and 
where it may be improved may be gathered from 
the result of the Scottish Board of Health examina- 
tion held recently. In anatomy and physiology 
nv nurse obtained distinction, 12 obtained a simple 
pass, and 2 failed. In hygiene and dietetics no 
nurse obtained distinction, 26 obtained a simple 
pass, and 2 failed. In medical and surgical nursing 
(for Poor Law and general trained nurses) 1 nurse 
obtained distinction, 25 obtained a simple pass, 
and 2 failed. In medical and surgical nursing (for 
fever trained nurses) 4 nurses obtained distinction, 
100 obtained a simple pass, and 16 failed. In 
midwifery, no nurse obtained distinction, 15 
obtained a simple pass, and 3 failed. In infectious 
diseases 14 nurses obtained distinction, 89 obtained 
a simple pass, and 2 failed. 

M.A.B. EXAMINATION. 

AT the M.A.B. examination in April, 145 candi 
dates entered and 123 passed. The medals awarded 
by the Board to the probationers gaining the first 
three places in this examination were won by the 
following nurses:—Gold medal, Probationer 
Elizabeth Miller, Eastern Fever Hospital; silver 
medal, Probationer Florence King, Park Fever 
Hospital; bronze medal, Probationer A. F. 
Worcester, South-Eastern Fever Hospital. 

HOLIDAYS FOR HEALTH WORKERS. 

THE Wandsworth Borough Council has refused 
to adopt the suggestion of the General Council of 
Infant Welfare Centres that the superintendents 
of infant welfare centres and health visitors should 
be allowed a month’s holiday. The Ministry 
of Health has not consented to give a ruling re 
holidays or salaries at present, and the only thing 
to do at present is to create a public opinion 
about it. Surely such heavy work demands at 
least one month’s holiday a year.

Three of the Mount Everest Expedition party have 
camped at a height of 27,000 feet—NMr.

The Hague Conference to deal with the Bolshevik 
position has been opened. The British delegation 
is made up of 20, the Italian 11, Japan and Poland 
have each 8, France has 6, and the Netherlands and 
Belgium have each 5 representatives. The Bolsheviks 
are expected to send 18. 

The Permanent Court of International Justice 
opened its first Annual Conference on Thursday, the 
15th, at The Hague. 

A large block of buildings in Belfast was set fire to 
and destroyed. On Saturday morning five Protestants 
(four men and a woman) were murdered in S. Armagh 


In most places the Irish elections aroused little 
interest, in others the agents of Independent candidates 
were molested. The Senate Chamber of the Nationa 
University was broken into by 13 armed men wh 
carried off the ballot papers. Of the four University 
members returned,three are for Treaty, and oneagaiis. 

The French Senate has authorised a loan of 55,000. 
francs to Austria; they fear that in her need she woult 
turn to Germany and thus form a great menace im the 
future.

(1) The surgeon is responsible ; no matter how 
gerfect you may think your technique of sterilisa- 
‘en you must use the procedure he wishes. 

2) The assistant’s chief duty is to let the 
srgeon see what he is doing, therefore don't 
allow the wound to be flooded with blood or other 
{uid while you stand idly by with a handful of un- 
sed swabs. Swab when the surgeon is not working, 
and pick up the vessels immediately he cuts them. 
3) Please remember that the surgeon is doing 
the operation, and therefore the wound is not to 
be constricted or the forceps so held that you see 
nto it, or where the ligature is to be placed, 
ut in such a way that he sees. When he 
jgaturing a vessel, always let him see the tip of 
the artery forceps. 

4) Tus is the secret of successful assistance, 
always be just one—no more and no less—step 
in advance of the surgeon. When he is tying a 
jgature, you be picking up the scissors with which 
focut it short ; when he is tying off from sewing 
ne layer of the abdominal wall, you be picking 
ip the next layer if you know it when you see it. 
‘Theatre Sister—Let me just say a word or 
wo in regard to the theatre sister’s work. I 
lave met many nurses in various parts of this world 
whose conception of theatre sister’s work is that 
when she has sterilised and laid out the necessary 
instruments, towels, etc., all that remains to 
her is to stand around as like an animate angel 
as possible and wait till the surgeon asks for such 
and such and then give it to him. That type 
a mind never produces a_ successful theatre 
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ister. The key-note of the attitude of a nurse 
doing theatre work should be “ anticipation ” 
ad “intelligent participation.” She should not 
mly have gone over in her mind every step of 
the operation to be performed but have the 
neessary instruments just present, not ready 
ma higgledy-piggledy mess, but in their proper 
mer, each being at the surgeon’s hand at the 
proper time. She should also intelligently par- 
hclpate in the operation because in very many 
Petations the unexpected happens—and imme- 
. ly anything untoward or unexpected happens, 
Prepare to meet it. If part of the bowel tears

The first-class theatre sister 
would have been participating in the operation, 
would have seen what had happened, and without 
any fuss or talk would immediately have turned 
and proceeded to thread some fine catgut on 
curved, round-bodied intestinal needles Of 
course, this kind of thing is only brought to per- 
fection where the theatre sister knows her surgeon 
That is the type of thing which separates the 
top-notch theatre sister from the common five- 
eighths nurse, and gives immense help to the 
surgeon by preventing his concentration on the 
actual operation itself being constantly interrupted 
in order to explain details. 








THE CONTINUOUS SEDATIVE BATH.

HE bath room must be warm. The tub is 
to be screened from draughts. A table 


placed near the tub should have placed 

on it the following articles : a jug of water, a glass, 
a bowl of ice compresses for the head, two towels. 
Tubs made specially for these baths have a 
frame attached which forms a hammock. If such 


| a tub is not available, two blankets may be used, 


put diagonally across the tub, one overlapping 
the other; the corners are tied underneath the tub. 
Place a hair pillow covered with rubber and enve 
loped with a pillow case at the head of the tub for 
the patient's head to rest on. Place a bath 
thermometer in the tub. Fill the tub two-thirds 
full of water, 90 to 100 degrees Farhenheit, or at 
the temperature prescribed. 

To prepare the patient, give an enema before 
placing her in the tub. Braid the hair in two 
braids and bind it about the head, covering it 
with a rubber cap or towel. Place the patient 
in a dry pack. Sew the edges of the overlapping 


blankets. Use two blankets and be careful not 
to apply the pack too tight. 

Place the patient in the water, which should 
be deep € nough to cover the body Cover the tub 
with a sheet. Apply cold compresses to the head. 
Give water to drink frequently Watch. th 


temperature of the water to see that it does not 


become too hot nol too cold Ne Vel k ave tive 
patient alone. When using an ordinary tub 
without a reliable mixer, never run the hot wate 


in from the tap, but pour it from a jug or othe 
receptacle after testing its temperature 

Che patient is removed from the tub for evacu 
ations, if chilled, or if there is any change in the 
respiration or pulse. If so ordered, this bath can 
be used for hours, days, weeks, or months at a 
time when properly administered. When the 
patient is removed from the tub, she sheuld receive 
a cleansing bath, be thoroughly dried, and put to 
bed.—American Journal of Nursing.

The idea that such things as open windows were for the 
patient alone and were actually harmful to others was 
only now on the way to being uprooted People still 
clung to the age-long belief that warmth and stagnation 
of air were essential to their health and that an open 
window spelt draughts and death 

The home should be a sanatorium both for the patient 
and his relatives It was the ideal conception of a sana- 
torium—and not an impracticable one—that it should 
be extended to the dwelling house, to the school, to the 
workshop and factory, to the university and the office, 
to the theatre and the cinema 

Tuberculosis should be treated at the home first and 
last. On his return home from the sanatorium the patient 
was not left entirely to his own devices, but he must now 
himself be the main factor in his own cure, 

In Aberdeen, he was visited regularly by one of the 
Health Visitors, who at her best was our greatest single 
aid in our fight against tuberculosis—as indeed she was 
in most others of the hygienic activities in which she had 
been given a place. In the Health Visitor, the patient 
found a guide, philosopher and friend. The patient 
now had his sanatorium at home. It was not perhaps 
so perfect as it might be, but no effort was spared by 
the authorities to make it so. 

Furthermore, grants of food allowances are available 
and should the patient require medicine it was to be had 
from the Tuberculosis Institute, though usually his own 
doctor provided him with it. The use of medicines to 
treat sumptoms was not encouraged, and almost the only 
drug used was cod liver oil—not a drug but a food. 

The Health Visitor had often been criticised because 
she did not apply herself to the actual nursing of the 
patient, but he did not think that there was any need 
for taking nursing out of the district nurse’s hands. The 
Health Visitor had been trained as a nurse and she could 
and did give the most helpful advice. A daily or fre- 
quent visit from a district nurse was, of course, of the 
very highest value, but it was outside the function of 
the Health Visitor 

What encouragement did nurses, health visitors, doctors, 
officials and other workers get for their labours, he asked ? 
Could they lay the flattering unction to their souls that 
to their activities was due to any material extent the 
eradual reduction of mortality from tuberculosis 

In 1921, the death rate from tuberculosis was less than 
a quarter of the rate of 1866 That was an amazing fall 

It is of interest to note that in 1913, when the death 
rate from pulmonary tuberculosis in Abe rdeen 104 
per 100,000 living it was 130 in London, 156 in Berlin, 
171 in New York, 302 in Vienna, 328 in Paris 
This reduction of mortality might or might not be 

to the special efforts to control tuberculosis, but 
was the only adequate standard of judging 
those efforts .

While there remained—-and there would remain in 
our time and longer—the danger of further infection it 
behoved not only public health workers, but everyone 
to order their lives so that they could combat and control 
the infection By so doing they would diminish the 
chance of further infection to such a degree that in the 
end even the initial source of infection would be wanting 
and, so far as tuberculosis was concerned, health in its 
fullest periection would be the possession of all.

day the steady breathing continued, and the change was 
so very gradual that it was almost imperceptible. After 
the fourth day we got a practical nurse to relieve me at 
night. A practical nurse in the U.S. is one who has had 
no training but has had some experience in nursing the 
sick. Mrs. W., to my joy, was an Englishwoman who 
had nursed her old mother for many months, and so 
acquired a good deal of practical skill, though no technical 
knowledge. She was a kindly soul, and I left her to 
call me if in the night my patient showed signs of change. 

The days went on, and the end seemed no nearer. 
Indeed, Mrs. D. lay ‘“‘a long while a’dying.’’ On the 
seventh day there was a rise of temperature to 104 degrees, 
with a pulse of 114. A four-hourly rectal temperature 
revealed a rise to 106 and 107 degrees. The doctor called 
it an ante-mortem frise, and to me it was almost awe- 
inspiring. The days went on, and on the ninth day, 
towards evening, I saw that unmistakable change which 
denotes that the sands are almost run. Mrs. W. came 
on duty at 8 p.m., and together we watched till 11.30 p.m 
The.thermometer now registered 109 degrees, with a 
pulse of 180. At 11.45 p.m. a violent convulsion heralded 
the end. 

I rang up the doctor and then the undertaker. In 
New York all bodies not buried immediately must be 
embalmed, so the undertakers prefer to come as soon as 
possible after death 

It was 12.30 midnight as we carried Mrs. D. downstairs, 
where the undertakers had erected a narrow trestle with 
arubber sheet under it covering half the floor. She was 
placed on the trestle and her nightdress removed to the 


waist. The embalmers work in pairs [he first man

My erstwhile patient was now dressed in all het

By now it was 2.30 a.m., and I went to bed fearing 
the worst of nightmares However, I slept soundly, 
and at 9.30 a.m. the embalmers returned to finish their 
work Chey curled the hair and piled it on top of the 
head, in resemblance to a portrait of the dead 
woman. Then she was dressed in her best dress and her 
jewellery, the latter to be removed just befote burial 
Truly the effect of life was uncanny. One could almost 
imagine a sentient human being was lying peacefully 
asleep, and the relatives found it hard to realise that the 
old lady they knew so well was indeed no more 

It was an interesting, if gruesome, experience, and I 
owe much to the courtesy of the embalmers who allowed 
me to watch their work. To them it is a fine art, and 
they have an artist’s pride in their work, which they did 
with all due regard for decency. 

Personally, I feel I would prefer to die here in England 
and be buried au naturel.

IRISH NURSING. 


HE Northern Senate has passed the Joint Nursing 
and Midwives’ Council Bill, which makes provision 
for the establishment ofa joint council in Northern 














Ireland, for the purposes of the Midwives (Ireland) Act, 
1918, and the Nurses Registration (Ireland) Act, 1919 
The Joint Council will consist of ten members, 
and on its first constitution four persons shall be 
appointed by the Minister Jof Home Affairs, of whom 
one shall be a medical officer of the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. One shall be a person appointed, after 
consultation with the county and county borough councils 
in Northern Ireland, to represent those councils in cor 
nection with midwives. -Two shall be registered medical 
practitioners.

Registration in the Crown Colonies. 


4 letter was read from the Colonial Office stating that 
the Governors of British Guiana, Jamaica and Trinidad 
had been asked to consider the principle of registration 
and the question of local legislation. Mr. Winston Churchill 
however, considered that no useful purpose would be 
served by negotiating with the other Crown Colonies 
where conditions did not admit of regulations necessary 
to conform to the provisions of the Act As regards Fiji, 
if local nurses were satisfied with the present position 
they should take steps to bring the matter of registration 
before the Colonial Office 


Hardships on Existing Nurses, 


4 letter was read from Mrs. Herbert, of 8, Porchester 
Square, Hyde Park, drawing the attention of the Council 
to the wording of the Nurses’ Registration Act as it 
affected existing nurses’ applications. Section 3, para 
graph 2 (c) stipulated that provision should be made to 
enable existing nurses to register, and the words “‘trained”’ 
or “ training ’’ were not used. It was obvious that the 
Minister of Health and Parliament never intended the 
clause to be otherwise than very widely interpreted when 
rules were drawn up. She pointed out that the present 
rules appeared to be too inelastic to be in accordance 
with the meaning of the Act, and would create many 
obvious anomalies. Provision had to be made under 
Rule 9, 1 (F) for the admission to the Register of super 
intendent or head nurses, professional status being 
acknowledged sufficient without further qualifications 
being considered necessary. But that only related to 
Poor Law nurses. What about similar classes of nurses 
in other branches of the profession? The anomalies to 
which she referred also-probably existed under the Rules 
in the case of the supplementary registers. The Minister, 
it was true, had signed the Rules, but was it looked to 
that they were drawn up in such a manner as to be in 
strict accordance with the meaning ofthe Act ? The Rules 
had been in existence since 1921, but it would appear 
that the Council had not thought any revision necessary 
She asked the Council to consider the advisability of 
having a clause inserted under Rule 9 enabling the 
Council to deal, on their individual merits, with all 
those cases in which the applicant's training or qualifica 
tions conformed to no definite standard but yet which, 
under the existing nurses’ clause, were entitled to be on 


the State Register. She would regret to see the valu: 
ofthe State Register marred by any unnecessary injustices 
[The Chairman, who characterised the matter as an

GOODALL 


The above is the Mental Hospital (Borough Asylum) 
tor the city of Cardiff I have been in communication 
with the matron of King Edward's VII.’s Hospital 
Caidiff Infirmary), Cardiff, and this correspondent e has 
been brought before the Medical Board of that hospital, 
with the purpose of getting about six senior probationers 
of the hospital here for a period of, say, six months. 
These would be girls who might be desirous of getting an 
insight into nursing cases of mental disorder Whilst 
here they would be under the immediate authority of our 
matron and subject to the rules of the Mental Hospital 
They would be paid, boarded and lodged by this institution. 
In my letter to the matron of the Cardiff Mospital I 
explained to her that the accommodation and food are 
quite suitable. Our matron is a certified general. nurse 
as well as a certified mental nurse, and the same applies 
to the deputy-matron and the night sister. We also have 
a certified general nurse acting as home sister, supervising 
the accommodation, food, etc., of the nurses. 

The probationers referred to would rank with our 
probationers. We should not look to them for keeping 
up our supply of trained and certificated mental nurses. 
They would only be here temporarily, and could not take 
the necessary course 

The position of these girls after taking out a six months 
course of this kind would be comparable to that of a 
young medical man who took out a course in mental 
disorders, children’s diseases, or the like. They would 
have the advantage of the experience, which would be 
for their benefit. I consider that their presence here 
would be decidedly useful in maintaining the proper 
nursing spirit, and one would think that their influence 
would be of an elevating kind. Anything that brings the 
Mental Hospital into association with the General Hospital 
is, in my Opinion, all to the good. I would merely add 
to this last observation my opinion that the proper way 
of associating mental with general disorders is by means 
oi the Clinic in Psychiatry in association with the General 
Hospital, but, until those clinics come, we have to do 
the best we can. The case of a Borough Mental Hospital 
such as this, which has always worked in close association 
with the General Hospital and Medical School (amongst 
other things, the Out-patient Clinic in Psychiatry con- 
stitutes one of the out-patient clinics of the hospital, and 
is conducted from here) may be regarded as the best 
possible compromise between the usual ‘‘ asylum” and 
the Psychiatric Clinic. Considerable delay has occurred 
in settling this matter, and on writing to the Medical 
Superintendent, King Edward VII's Hospital, Cardiff, 
] obtain a reply (19th May) of which the following are 
extracts :— 

“It appears that as long ago as the 13th December 
last the Nursing Committee of this hospital raised the 
question of the supplementary training of probationers 
from other institutions, as they had been approached 
by another hospital in this city to see if they would 
undertake to admit probationers after two years 
training for a further course of two years here 

As it was considered that the request opened up a 
very wide question, it was decided to refer the matter 
to the General Nursing Council, and that was accord- 
ingly done on the 29th December, 1921.

N the early months of my practice I was called 

I out at 2 a.m. toa primipara, who had been 
in labour for 24 hours. The head was pr 

senting, and was somewhat low, with the os fully 
dilated. I waited for a couple of hours, and 
finding no progress, I applied forceps and pulled 
After vigorous efforts for an hour or longer the 
head was born. But it was then that the real 
trouble began, for though the baby was staring 
me in the face, it stuck where it was without 
moving an inch. I tried to pull with a finget 
in the axilla, but I was too exhausted to succeed. 
A woman who at first admired my “ skill’ with 
the forceps then began to doubt my dexterity, 
and after a while let the following words of wisdom 
drop from her mouth. 
“was a midwife, and therefore I know that in 
cases like this the proper thing to do is to push 
the head back and let the child be born naturally.” 
The reader who has gone through a similar 
experience between 2 and 6 a.m. will appreciate 
the sort of comfort derived from advice like that, 
and what real present help it is in times of trouble. 
After a half-an-hour’s rest I did manage to deliver 
the baby, but it was, of course, dead. 

In spite of a midwifery experience extending 
over at least twelve years I never succeeded in 
doing an external version. Internal version I did 
a large number of times for various conditions, 
with successful results in the large majority of 
cases. I may add that in all my obstetric manipu- 
lations I was always my own anesthetist, and | 
never had the slightest ill-effect resulting fron 
sich a procedure. 

I had several cases of placenta previa, and I 
am glad to say that in only one case did I fail to 
deliver a living baby. In howevel 
Which was the most urgent the lot on 
account of the profuseness of the bleeding, I 
Inanaged to deliver a living infant. 

In the whole of my experience I only perforated 
once—and that was an after-coming head rhis 
was a case in which I called in the aid of a fellow 
practitioner greatly experienced in midwifery, after 
an unsuccessful effort to deliver the head in a 
breech presentation. After failing to deliver with 
forceps we had to resort to pel foration.

[ the annual meeting held last week Dr. McCall 
referred to the great loss by death of Dr. Caroline 
Sturge, who for 32 years had served the Hospital 

many ways and had acted as an examiner! The 
chairman, Dr. Aldrich Blake, congratulated the Hospital 
on having a small balance Ihe work done was most 
iluable, not only for the patients but in training those 
who would go forth to carry the teaching received far 
and wide Dr. Mabel Poulter, who has spent over 20 
years in medical missionary work in China, recalled that 
she was a student at the Clapham Maternity Hospital 30 
years ago. In Hong Kong, Africa, Russia, all parts of 
India, etc., workers were to be found who owed their 
training and high standerd of their work to the Hospital 
The infant mortality in her area had been as high as 75 
per cent., and in one year in a certain village all the 
babies died; and this showed the need for the expansion 
of the Clapham Maternity Hospital’s work in any way 
possible, so that more and more might be enabled to 
start training centres in China and elsewhere. Dr. Jane 
Birkett, now home on furlough from India, said the 
training she received at the Hospital 33 yesrs ago had 
stood her in wonderful stead. The education of the 
Indian women was progressing, and they were getting 
ready to be trained as doctors and nurses, but those from 
Britain would be needed for a very long time. Dr. McCall 
paid a tribute to the great work of Dr. Catherine Ironside, 
a former student who died in Persia, November, 1921 
She appealed to all the students present to use all their 
talents and efforts so that their lives might be of the 
same force, light and influence as that of Catherine 
Ironside, a trained nurse as well as a doctor 
The report showed that 1,500 women—hospital and 
district—-were attended during 1921, with no septic case. 
rhe only fatal case in the Hospital was that of a mother 
whe had had repeated attacks of ante-partum hemorrhage 
due to placenta praevia centralis. The child was born 
alive, but the mother succumbed three hours after. On 
the district all did well except one mother, who died of 
tuberculosis on the fifteenth day. Sixty candidates were 
trained for the C.M.B. examination and 70 were trained 
as monthly nurses. There had been a great increase of 
work at the general dispensary for women and children 
and at the tuberculin dispensary 
During 1921 three legacies were received and quite 
recently an unexpected offer was accepted to purchase 
a long-coveted corner of land on which, if sufficient 
support is forthcoming, a milk kitchen, nurseries and an 
isolation ward will be built, all of which are badly needed
